PREDICTS BIG PLANES 
THAT WILL HOLD 200 


Hoover, He Thinks, Would Be 
Good President; Lauds 
Jews for Their Work. 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Only 
through work may world peace be 
established, because unemployment and 
idleness breed wars and revolution, 
Henry Ford, Detroit automobile manu- 
facturer, said in an interview with 
Herman Bernstein, an author, to be 
published tomorrow. 

Terming work “the only salvation of 
the world today,” Ford discussed war 
and peace, the future of nations, 
American politics and prosperity, the 
Jews, aviation and the new model of 
his automobile. The theme “work” ran 
through the entire interview. 

“The nations that apply themselves 
to hard work must succeed and make 
progress,” he said. “Germany is one 
of the best examples of a nation getting 
on its feet again after such a dreadful 
catastrophe. I believe that Russia will 
also come into her own. China will 
also readjust herself. 

Working for Posterity. 

“J am not working merely for today 
or only for myself. I believe that we 
should do all we can not only for our- 
selves, but also for posterity. 

“In ten years, perhaps even in five 
years, the large airplanes carrying 200 
passengers will be in general use. Peo- 
ple will not hesitate to travel in large 
planes as they now hesitate to get into 
& small plane.” 

The manufacturer asserted that 
American prosperity will continue to 
grow. 

He believed that Herbert Hoover 
would make an excellent President of 
the United States. 

“The Jews are achieving things every- 
where because they work hard,” he said. 

Expressing further his love of labor 
and faith in its power for good, Ford 
- said: 

“There are many people to whom the 
millennium means a time when they 
will not have to work. Such a millen- 
nium will never eome. These people 
whose chief aim tg to lead a life of 
idleness will surely fail. Most of the 
world’s mischief is born of idleness. 


Idleness Great Enemy. 


“Idleness is the greatest enemy of 
mankind. Unemployment, idleness, 
breed trouble. They are the cause of 
wars and revolutions. I fear that the 
World War was not the last one. It 
should be the concern of the whole 
world to find the way to give the people 
a substitute. We should make peace 
more profitable to the people than 
war.” 

Looking into his cwn future, Ford 
said: 

“If I wanted to content myself with 
what I have done thus far, I could 
easily stop just now. In fact, I could 
get along for the rest of my life with 
a few thousand dollars a year. That 
is all I would need. But I would 
rather keep Susy.”

Will Turn Out Tiny Plane 
After January 1 in Quantity 
Output, at $2,500. 


PRICE OF $1,200 LATER 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—A “fliv- 
ver” monoplane weighing about 500 
pounds and having a flying speed of 
100 miles an hour will be placed in 
quantity production after the first of 
the year, Clarence D. Chamberlin an- 
nounced today. 

In announcing his plans for the 
formation of the Chamberlin Aero- 
nautical Corporation, the young trans- 
atlantic flier sai dhe would adapt a 
production method employed in the 
Ford automobile factory to airplane 
construction. Chamberlin said he could 
not reveal the identity of his backers 
because the situation of his factory had 
not been decided, 

“The children of the present genera- 
tion of parents will take to aviation as 
their fathers and mothers have taken 
to the automobile,” Chamberlin said. 
“My air flivver will be fool-proof and 
its operation can be learned within a 
few hours.” 

Chamberlin announced his company 
would establish airplane schools 
througout the country where novices 
would be trained and pilots have op- 
portunity to obtain the 500 hours actual 
flying experience required for a Federal 
transport license. Chamberlin’s “fliv- 
ver” will be a two-seater, powered with 
@ Small air-cooled motor temporarily to 
be imported from Europe and eventually 
to be manufactured in this country. 

Chamberlin, who is said to have in- 
vested the prize money from his trans- 
atlantic flight in a $500,000 corporation 
to make the new planes, announced 
that the first models would cost about 
$2,500. The price will be reduced to 
$1,200 or $1,500 as production increases, 
he said. The “air flivver” will have a 
body about 20 feet long and a 30-foot 
wing spread.

Determination of the total tax cut 
to be embodied in the new revenue bill 
is expected to be settled today by the 
House ways and means committee. 

On the eve of a vote on this ques- 
tion, predictions of the amount varied 
widely except for an apparent unanim- 
ity of opinion that the limiting figure 
of $225,000,000 recommended by the 
Treasury would be regarded as the min- 
imum rather than the. maximum 
amount to be approved. 

While Chairman Green has not defi- 
nitely expressed his views, other ad- 
ministration committee members have 
said the Treasury proposal would serve 
as a governor in agreement upon the 
total figure. 


Work for Treasury Limit. 


They regard it as likely that an ef- 
fort first will be made to have the 
committee approve the Treasury recom- 
mendation. If this should fail the next 
step would be to hold down the total 
as much as possible. 

Democrats, under leadership of Rep- 
resentative Garner, of Texas, ranking 
minority member, will attempt to boos'. 
the total considerably above the $225.- 
000,000 mark. While the minority has 
abandoned hope of obtaining a $4,000,- 
000 cut, as originally proposed, Mr. Gar- 
ner yesterday said he would fight for 
“reasonable” reduction. 


Hopes for Agreement. 


“I hope we can get into agreement 
on the total reduction to be author- 
ized,” he said. “If, however, we fal} 
to obtain a reasonable figure we shall 
be forced to carry our fight to the 
House floor.” 

He predicted the reduction would be 
$325,000,000 by the time the Dili 
reached President Coolidge. 

Upon agreement on the total reduc- 
tion figure, the committee plans to take 
up the Treasury recommendation fo: 
downward revision of surtax rates on 
incomes between $16,000 and $90,000 
After that it will turn its attention to 
the tax on corporation incomes, which 
the Treasury suggested should be cut 
from 134% to 12 per cent.

Has High Blood Pressure 
and His Retirement Is 
Recommended. 


HAS ASKED HIGHER RANK 


Col. John T. Axton, chief of Army 
chaplains, has been found physically 
disabled by a medical board and his 
retirement recommended, it.was learned 
last night. 

Three weeks ago Col. Axton was called 
to appear before a medical board at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital for exami- 
nation. He was found to be suffering 
from high blood pressure. The find- 
ings of the board were sent to the re- 
tiring board of which Maj. Gen. Her- 
bert B. Crosby is the head. The retir- 
ing board recommended his retirement 
and its recommendations were placed 
in the hands of the Secretary of War. 

The order for Col. Axton’s retirement 
is expected soon. 

There have been reports recently that 
an effort was being made to remove 
Col. Axton from active service on ac- 
count of his persistence in urging that 
the chief chaplaincy be given the rank 
of major general. 

Friends of Col. Axton said powerful 
influences in the general staff opposed 
such a move and that they believed 
the surest way to block Col. Axton’'s 
efforts was to have him removed from 
active service. The colonel was called 
before the medical board shortly after

Col. Axton has told his friends that 
there have been no differences between 
himself and members of the general 
staff and that perfect harmony has al- 
ways resulted from his dealings with the 
general staff.

“railroaded.” They said they not only 
had no objection to the chief of chap- 
plains getting a higher rating, but that 
the Secretary of War himself has urged 
Congress give the post of chief of 
chaplains the ranking of a brigadier 
general.

Limitation Pact Is Held 
More Likely if U. S. 
Builds Ships. 


BRITISH HELD WILLING 
TO RESUME PARLEYS 


Influence U. S. 
Legislation Seen in Halt 
on Construction. 


Decision of the British government 
not to proceed with the building of 
certain cruisers authorized for this 
year and the fact that this is inter- 
preted in London as an intimation that 
Great Britain is willing to resume 
parleys on the lIlimitation of naval 
armament aroused the keenest interest 
in Washington yesterday. 

Both in high naval circles and in 
congressional circles the cables from 
London apropos of the British action 
were scanned closely. A disposition to 
look on the announcements from Lon- 
don at this time, just as Congress is 
about to meet, as intended to influence 
legislative action on the United States 
Navy is plainly shown here. 

While high naval officials and mem- 
bers of Congress do not care publicly 
to criticize the course of the British 
government, the feeling on the subject 
clearly was indicated by one of the 
foremost naval officials last night when 
he said he looked on the announce- 
ment of the British government as “a 
bluff” intended to prevent Congress 
from entering on a vigorous program 
ol naval construction. 


Can Afford Delay. 


He said Great Britain was so far 
ahead of the United States in cruiser 
strength that it could well afford to 
delay construction of two or three 
vessels, or even to abandon them, and 
still be in a commanding position. 

“No other conclusion can be drawn 
from this announcement coming at this 
time,” declared this official, “than that 
it is intended to influence the situa- 
tion here. It is timed just as Congress 


“is about to open and it is evidently in- 


tended to influence Congress against 
entering on a vigorous program of con- 
struction. I do not believe it will affect 
the action of Congress.” 

It is clear the Navy Department will 
not let down in its representations to 
Congress that a large program of con- 
struction is. essential. And the depart- 
ment will be sustained by a large ele- 
ment of big Navy men in both houses 

Frank Expression to Be Given. 

When the three-power conference at 
Geneva failed there was much talk 
among senators and House members 
who favor a large Navy to the effect 
the United States should proceed to 
construct cruisers and other naval ves- 
sels permitted by treaty in a fashion 
that would clearly keep it abreast of 
the 5-5-3 ratio. 

Such members of Congress, as well 
as Navy officials, were not slow to ex- 
press the view that Great Britain had 
no intention of entering into any ar- 
rangement which would not leave her 
clearly the dominant power on the

“Throw him out,” came the reply 
from Fez to the palace attendants, the 
new sultan’s first edict being given 
through an American invention. 

This order was said to have been 
carried out enthusiastically by the 
slaves, who at various times had reasons 
to complain of Sidi Ben Habadou. 

The new sultan will enter Rabat at 
noon tomorrow.

“According to a dispatch, Congress- 
man Fish was quoted as saying of 
Messrs. Doheny and Sinclair: ‘Not only 
have they attempted to rob but evi- 
dently they have tried to tamper with 
the jury, and if the word goes out that 
rich men who do these things can es- 
cape justice by these methods, it will 
do more to undermine confidence in 
the Government than all the vaporings 
of misguided men.’” 

Letter of Hogan to Fish. 

Speaking only of Doheny, Hogan, in 
a letter to Fish, said: 

“The truth is that there is no 
foundation whatever for your charge. 
There is no ground upon which to 
base even an insinuation of such a 
fact. There is no vestige of truth in 
it. There is no warrant for any man 
making such a statement at any 
time in any ‘place regarding Mr. 
Doheny.” 

At the same time he wrote to Fish, 
Hogan called upon Owen J. Roberts, 
chief counsel for the Government in 
the prosecution of the Doheny-Fall 
case, to say whether there had come 
to the Government’s attention any in- 
formation indicating any effort at jury 
tampering. Hoga: cited the following 
letter from Roberts, dated November 18: 

“My dear Mr. Hogan: 

“Your letter of November 

' reached me this morning. 

“At no time has there come to 
my attention any information of 
and kind whatever indicating, or 
tending to indicate, that Mr. Ed- 
ward L. Doheny ‘tried to tamper 
with the jury’ before which he and 

Albert B. Fall were tried in the Su- 

reme Court of the District of Co- 
umbia in November and December 
last. 

“Yours sincerely, 

“OWEN J. ROBERTS.” 


Accepted Court Decision. 


Refering to the decision of the Su- 
preme Court against Doheny in the 
civil case in which the lease to the 
Elk Hilis naval reserve was canceled, 
Hogan said: 

“We accepted, as we necessarily had 
to accept, that decision, and the records 
of the United States court at Los An- 
geles show an order signed by District 
Judge McCormick to the effect that my 
clients have fully complied with every 
requirement of the court’s orders in 
the civil case.” Hogan adds: “We ex- 
ected that those who believed in our 
orm of government, and preached the 
duty of abiding by decisions arrived at 
by the tribunals established by our 
Constitution, would accept the equally 
binding decision reached on the crim- 
inal trial. I think the great majority 
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. who followed the case did accept that 
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result.” 

“If you yield,” said Hogan’s letter to 
Fish, “as I know you do, assent to that 
proposition, then, as a good American, 
as a believer in fair play, as an adher- 
ent to the principles of the square deul, 
you must further agree that a citizen 
tried and acquitted by such a jury 
is entitled to the result of that 
acquittal, unless the fact be that 
the result has been corruptly ac- 
complished. And so this communi- 
cation is not intended to deal at 
all with the merits of the so-called 
Doheny case, but with the fact that 
you have been quoted as saying of Mr.

“No graver charge can possibly be

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By Uniform, Cheatham Says

Maj. Gen. B. Frank Cheatham, quar- 
termaster general of the Army, is faced 
with the problem which con-

ronts husbands every Easter. And the 

general, following the well-established 
precedents set by husbands since time 
immemorial, explains that, what with 
the question of money and everything.

Gen. Cheatham is the style arbiter 
of the Army. In his hands rests the 
sartorial perfection of all soldiers, and 
the soldiers don't think much of the 
general’s taste and want some new unl- 
forms of the very latest style. 

In his annual report made public 
yesterday Gen. Cheatham declares the 
question of style is one of the most 
difficult with which his office has to 
deal. The clash between economy and 
style is having a depressing effect on 
Uncle Sam’s fighting men, he asserts. 

The Army has millions of uniforms 
left over from the World War, and the 
quartermaster general’s office is forced 
to continue issuing them to soldiers as 
an economy measure, he declares in his 
report. It will take several years to 
exhaust this stock, and, “just so long 
as it is issued, it will have a depressing 
effect on the morale of the Army,” he 
says. * 


In a desperate effort to counteract the 
“depressing effect” caused by the issu- 
ance of old-style uniforms, Gen. Cheat- 
ham has ordered the manufacture and 
issuance of one measurement 
uniform of the roll-collar type to each 
enlisted man at the price of a stock 
uniform. Gen. Cheatham, the 
custom of style arbiters, points with 
pride to one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of his new creation. The new 
uniforms have gilt-colored buttons and 
ornaments instead of bronze, and this 
has resulted in greatly improving the 
appearance of the uniforms, he says. 
/Uniforms of the past will be worn 
by certain soldiers at future ceremonies, 
an amended regulation of the War De- 
partment authorizing wearing of dis- 
tinctive uniforms of historical signifi- 
cance by color sergeants and drum ma- 
jors on recommendation of commanders 
and department approval. 

Prior to this amendment regulations 
did not permit an enlisted man to wear 
@ uniform different from that issued to 
his organization and the change is to 
promote morale by visible emphasis of 
past histories of regiments. The Third 
Infantry, Fort Snelling, Minn., organ- 
ized in 1784 as a Pennsylvania regi- 
ment, federally organized in 1792 and 
reorganized in 1808, is one of the first 
organization to carry out this custom.

“In view of the record,” concludes 
Hogan, “will you not now join with 
me in giving publicity to a statement 
that there exists nothing whatever 
upon which to base the charge that 
Edward L. Doheny ‘evidently tried to 
tamper with the jury’ in his case? In 
all fairness I now ask you whether 
you will not promptly disclaim having 
any foundation whatever upon which to 
base any statement that Mr. Doheny 
‘tried to tamper with the jury.’” 


Statement of Fish. 


The statement of Representative Fish 
follows in part: 

“Mr. Frank J. Hogan, the lawyer or 
Mr. Edward L. Doheny who so ably 
defended him in the criminal trial 
when he was charged with conspiracy 
to defraud the Government, has rushed 
into print with a lengthy letter ad- 
dressed to me without taking the 
trouble to find out whether I was 
quoted correctly from a speceh without 
notes made by me to the American 
Legion Post at Port Jervis, N. Y., on 
Armistice night, November 11, an ex- 
tract from which appeared, I am in- 
formed, in the New York Times several 
days later, although I have not as yet 
seen it. 

“Of course, I know as well as Mr. 
Hogan that Mr. Doheny was not a par- 
ty to jury tampering, and this is the 
first time I have heard such a question 
raised. Mr. Hogan for reasons best 
known to himself, without waiting to 
see me, has given out a statement to 
the press in order to disprove an alleged 
quotation from me that I have not 
even seen. What I did say was that 
if Sinclair and Doheny are guilty of 
bribing a Cabinet official they will 
have done more than all the reds, com- 
munists and anarchists combined have 
accomplished since the war to under- 
mine and destroy the faith of the 
American people in our Government, in 
the honesty of our public officials and 
in the integrity of big business. 

“I have no personal quarrel with Mr. 
Doheny, as I have never met him, but 
I believe I am not mistaken in under- 
standing that the Elk Hills naval re- 
serve lease made by Mr. Doheny was 
canceled by a Federal court which 
commented on the evidence of collu- 
sion and corruption. Mr. Doheny has 
yet to stand trial with former Secretary 
Fall in still another criminal case, and 
I do not believe that Mr. Hogan will 
succeed in his efforts in making the 
American public believe in Mr. Doheny 
either as a martyr or as a superpatriot.”

pear January 6, 1928, to show cause why 
he should not be found in contempt of 
court for his failure to appear at the 
trial. The action was taken under the 
recently passed Walsh act which em- 
powered the court to seize up to $100,- 
000 of the property of the witness, The 
bonds were deposited by Blackmer’s at- 
torneys, who plan to test the consti- 
tutionality of the law. 

Aside from the grand jury investi- 
gation, the committee appointed by 
Justice Siddons to investigate events 
leading up to the mistrial and to de- 
termine whether contempt of court had 
been committed, was expected to begin 
its investigation this week.

Military Pact With France 
Leads to Resignations 
From Cabinet. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Brussels, Nov. 20.—Foreign Minister 
E. Vandervelde and three other Social- 
ist members of the Belgian cabinet will 
resign and a government crisis is in- 


evitable over the failure to reach an 
accord on the army and defense. 
Belgium’s military past with France, 
superseding the neutrality guarantee 
violated by Germany in 1914 and aban- 
doned by Belgium after the war, is re- 
sponsible for the crisis. The Socialists 
pledged themselves to reduce military 
service to six months and not to spend 
the enormous sums necessary to fortify 
the frontiers. 

Baron de Brocqueville reported that 
service of ten to twelve months is 
necessary, also huge credits to construct 
forts at strong points along the Ger- 
man frontier and around the Dutch 
Limburg ‘salient. France’s powerful 
system of frontier defenses costing 
billions of francs, due to be started next 
year, is aimed to link up with Bel- 
gium’s safeguards.

Catholic Priest Once Before 
So Honored; Hurney Has

A quiet campaign to have the Rev. 
Francis J. Hurney, assistant pastor of 
St. Patrick's Catholic Church, con- 
sidered for the office of chaplain of 
the United States Senate, has been 
started by his comrades in the Ameri- 
can Legion here. 

The office was made vacant Wednes- 
day by the death of the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Johnstone Muir. 

The Senate has had only one Catho- 
lic chaplain in its long history—Father 
Charles Constantine Pise, who was 
nominated for the office by Henry Clay 
at the opening session of the Twenty- 
second Congress. Father Pise, a native 
of Annapolis.Md., and an alumnus of 
Georgetown College, was one of six 
candidates. He was elected chaplain 
on the fourth ballot December 11, 1832. 


Served in World War. 


Father Hurney served with distinc- 
tion as a chaplain in the United States 
Navy during the World War. He held 
the rank of lHeutenant, junior grade, 
and was attached to the U. S. S. 
Charleston. which was engaged in es- 
corting troop ships through the subma- 
rine zone. 

Father Hurney was one of the heroes 
in the Knickerbocker Theater crash in 
1922. Arriving on the scene of the dis- 
aster at midnight, he worked without 
& let-up amid the wreckage and snow 
for nine hours, administering the last 
rights of the church and giving aid to 
the injured. 

He has twice been department 
chaplain of the American Legion in the 
District of Columbia, and has been 
chaplain of the Vincent B. Costello 
Post since that unit was organized. 


May Again Be Legion Chaplain. 


Next year Father Hurney probably 
will be nominated again for the office 
of national chaplain in the Legion 
It is the custom of the legion to se- 
lect a Catholic for its chaplain one 
year and a Protestant the next. 

Father Hurney was born in this city 
October 3, 1886. He attended’the loca! 
schools and St. John’s College. . He 
received his training for the priesthood 
at St. Charles College, Ellicott City, 
Md., and at St. Mary’s Seminary, Balti- 
more. He was ordained by Cardinal 
Gibbons. Last June Father Hurney re- 
ceived the degree of LL.D. from the La 
Salle University in Philadelphia.

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77 POWER PROJECTS 
BEFORE COMMISSION 


Application of Potomac River 
Corporation Reported 


Among Them. 
(Associated Press.) 

Seventy-seven proposed water power 
development projects in widely scat- 
tered sections of the country and in- 
volving the prospective ‘astallation of 
approximately 3,300,000 horsepower are 
under consideration by the Federal 
Power Commission, according to its 
seventh annual report made public yes- 
terday. 

Among the most noteworthy in point 
of capacity of the applications for 
licenses filed during the last fiscal year 
and still pending are the New River 
project of-the Appalachian Electric 
Power Co., with a proposed installation 
of 100,000 horsepower, and the Savan- 
nah River project of the Savannah 
River Electric Co., of 120,000 horse- 
power. 

Particular interest attaches to cer- 
tain applications in Alaska because of 
the plan to develop the water power 
in extensive pulp and paper mill op- 
erations utilizing large blocks of na- 
tional forest timber. Likewise the ap- 
plication of the Potomac River Corpo- 
ration for a comprehensive develop- 
ment of the Potomac River from its 
upper tributaries to tidewater has 
aroused unusual interest because of its 
relation to plans for the park develop- 
ment of the National Capital and to 
proposals which have been under con- 
sideration in Congress for many years 
for construction of these developments 
at the expense of the United States.

For Hawaii Delay 2d 


San Francisco, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—A 
rainsoaked runway at Mills Field, San 
Francisco’s Municipal Airport, will 
prevent the scheduled second start of 
Capt. Frederick A. Giles for Honolulu 
tomorrow. A continuous rain during 
Saturday night rendered the field use- 
less for a take-off in a biplane with 
a gross weight of more than 5,000 
pounds. 

The present stormy and wet weather 
will delay the take-off until Wednes- 
day, should the downpour continue 
until Monday morning, it was said at 
Mills Field.

Pullman Wreck. 


OVER 100 WATCH RESCUE 


(Associated Press.) 

A modest hero of the postal service, 
Charles M. Taylor, a railway mail clerk, 
of St. Louis, has been commended by 
Postmaster General New and his heroic 
act has been cited to the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Commission at Pittsburgh by the 
Second Assistant Postmaster General, 
W. Irving Glover. Taylor is credited 
with having saved the Hives of six 
women and children, at the risk of his 
own, from a partially submerged Pull- 
man car wrecked at Centaur, Mo., Sep- 
tember 12. 

Taylor and Charles Blaske, express 
messenger, were in the mail coach of 
the wrecked train, but their car was 
not damaged. Locking the car to safe- 
guard the mall, Taylor and Blaske went 
to the rescue of occupants of a Pull- 
man which had been hurtled into the 
Missouri River. Telling of the rescue 
in his official report, Taylor said more 
than 100 persons rushed to the wrecked 
train, but did nothing to help get out 
the passengers of the Pullman. 

“I became excited when 1 came in 
full view of the Pullman out in the 
river,” he said. “The women and chil- 
dren were at the windows which were 
about level with the water on the land 
side. Only one person, Blaske, made 
any effort whatever to aid them, Then 
it was that, seeing the urgent need 
of those wounded and bleeding women 
and children, I lost my head and ran 
excitedly down the bank and into the 
water and tried to swim to the front 
vestibule. I found so much dirt and 
debris taken into the river by the 
hwrecked car that I sank in mud knee 
deep and found myself unable to get 
my feet off the bottom.” 

After several attempts, Taylor said, he 
reached the vestibule and went inside, 
while Blaske climbed on top of the car. 

“We never stopped until the last one 
was out,” he continued. “I rescued 
none but women and children. The 
men did not need it. They came out 
like rats. I tried to help a man when 
I first came to the water’s edge, but 
he didn’t need it. He was giving a fine 
example of how a dog swims, and he 
passed up that 40-foot bank still swim- 
ming and moaning. Summing it all 
up, I doubt if I deserve half the credit 
already given me. I was aided by 
Blaske, who worked with me, and a ne- 
gro chef, who waded out into the water 
and, I understand, stayed until all were 
out of the car. Others came down to 
the edge finally, but not one would 
come to aid.”

“We have been living in the 
same house for 22 years,” he said, “and 
it was the first time we were ever 
robbed. He came in the front window 
and left by the front door. He warned 
Mrs. Noonan as a gentleman that the 
little he took won’t be missed. But 
the police force of this city, which I 
think is the finest in the world, will 
get him sooner or later.” 

The “Cat” first appeared in the Clevee 
land Park section more than a month 
ago. His crimes now number more 
than a dozen, and all occurred in that 
one section. A week ago he entered 
the residence of John J. Hamilton, 
wealthy attorney, at 2611 Woodley place 
northwest, and while Mr. and Mr. Ham- 
ilton slept he robbed them of $500 ‘n 
jewels and $60 in bills. 

His crimes are committed with 
utmost cleverness and skill, which 
brands him, according to the police, as 
one of the most daring thieves ever 
to operate in the city. His blinding, 
flashing light and revolver are his sole 
companions on robbery excursions. 

Police are convinced that his feet 
are muffled and his hands guarded 
while he robs, for no trace has been 
left in any of his crimes. It was not 
until his latest robbery that his color 
was determined. Mrs. Noonan said he 
was a white man, but declared if called 
upon to identify him she could not 
do so.

Legion and Was Caught, 
Reconciled to Fate. 


WANTS TO FIGHT MOORS 


Paris, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Bennett J. 
Doty. of Biloxi, Miss., whose enlistment 
in the French Foreign Legion under the 
name of Gilbert Clare, Memphis, Tenn.; 
his splendid fighting record in Syria 
and subsequent desertion; his sentence 
at eight years of hard labor, and his par- 
don in July, 1926, brought him much 
before the American public eye, was 
safe, healthy and happy at Sidi Bel- 
abbes, Algeria, on October 25, accord- 
ing to a letter he wrote to a personal 
friend in Paris 

Doty’s only wish was that he should 
be sent to Morocco to fight against 
the southern tribesmen, who recently 
kidnaped the nephew of the French 
resident general and his party and the 
two little Arnaud girls. 

(Since that time the prisoners of the 
tribesmen mentioned by Doty have 


| been ransomed by the French govern- 
lature, Juan Gomez and Anselmo Man- | 


ment.) 

Doty expressed no wish to be liber- 
ated. “I want to go into Morocco and 
do some fighting and get myself, a 
medal or two,” he wrote, adding that he 


he be sent into Morocco to “see some 


| action.’ 


The ministry of war in Paris, asked 
by the correspondent of the Associated 
Press as to the truth of the report that 
Doty had been liberated and was on 
his way to the United States, replied: 
“The report is absolutely false. There 
is no ruling permitting the liberation 
ot a Foreign Legionary until he has 
served the full term for which he 
| enlisted. Legionary Clare’s engagement 
ends in 1929.” 

There is a ruling, however, that time 
spent in prison does not count as serv- 
ice and Doty may have to remain in 
the legion until 1930. 

Doty himself is quite cheerful and 
reconciled to his fate. He says he 
has received a square deal, adding: “I 


‘have met here at Sidi Belabbes lots 


of friends from Syria. We talk over 
old times and wonder about my luck.” 
He has a reputation.among his officers 
for courage, and seeks no discharge 
from the duty he had voluntarily taken 
up.

Government Plans Extension 
of Monopolies ‘to Keep 
Profits at Home. 


NEW TARIFF VIRTUALLY 
BARS STEEL IMPORTS 


Many Foreigners Seek Citi- 
zenship to Escape Restric- 
tions on Aliens. 


Madrid, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—The eco- 
nomic program of the Spanish govern- 
ment to secure an even trade balance 
has already placed great difficulties in 
the path of foreign traders in Spain, 
and if the nationalist spirit now so 
strikingly in evidence continues to 
grow, the future holds little hope for 
improvement. 

Government monopolies on tobacco, 
matches, oil and telephones are now in 
existence, and it is understood that 
legislation to create an insurance 
monopoly is being drafted. The sole 
abject of monopolizing these indus- 
tries, according to a government spokes- 
man, is to retain, in Spanish hands, 
trade profits that have heretofore gone 
abroad. As an added measure of 
safety to insure the fulfillment of this 
objective, clauses are being inserted in 
all concessions granted foreigners, re- 
stricting the number of foreign em- 
ployes to technicians and organizers. 

Recent changes in customs tariffs 
make it almost impossible to introduce 
foreign steel into Spain, the govern- 
ment at the same time launching an 
intensive campaign to encourage de- 
Coal from abroad is brought into the 
velopment of that industry at home. 
country only under special conditions 
and all manufacturers- have been ad- 
vised to burn only Spanish fuel. 
Duties on textiles have also been rais- 
ed to such an extent as to make im- 
portation almost prohibitive. 


Would Oust Foreigners. 


The great textile mills at Catalonia, 
center of that industry in Spain, at 
present use practically no weaving and 
spinning machinery except that of 
American manufacture that takes only 


American cotton, but it is the intention 
of the textile magnates to replace this 
machinery as fast as it becomes obso- 
lete with other makes that will also 
use different kinds of cotton. 

A very strong impression prevails in 
financial circles that the government 
with the assistance of Spanish indus- 
trial magnates, will eventually oust 
foreigners trom control of the famous 
Rio Tinto copper mines as well as, 
others throughout the country. In 
this connection, it is pointed out that 
the overwhelming majority of stock 
certificates of Spanish railroads are 
now in the hands of home investors, 
whereas until recently the railroads of 
the country were almost exclusively 
corftrolled by the original foreign con- 
structors. 


Ship Building Fostered. 


While the government has made free 
use of the tariff to protect its home 
industries, steps have also been taken 
to promote its export trade, especially 
olive oil, one of the biggest products 
of the Spanish farm. Much propaganda 
has also been spread in favor of Spanish 


ship construction with the object of 
inducing Spanish-American countries 
ty patronize the mother country, which 
heretofore has been unsuccessful in 
competing with foreigners for this 
business. 

Many foreign traders in Spain, sens- 
ing the new order of things, have 
adopted Spanish nationality in order 
tc escape the numerous restrictions 
placed on aliens. Premier Primo de 
Rivera has called in the aid of every 
leading economist in the country in 
promoting the present economic pro- 
gram, which he hopes will bring about 
an even trade balance and at the same

NEEDED To GUARD DEBTS 


New York. Nov. 20 (A.P.).—The 
United States must spend at least one- 
ninetieth of its annual income in for- 
eign markets to avert a world credit 
crisis, said George Paish, noted British 
economist, in an article in the Tariff 
Review. 

“The United States ought to spend 
$1,000,000,000 or, better, $2,000,000,000, 
out of its annual income of $90,000,- 
'000,000 in foreign countries, to permit 
these countries to purchase American 


produce in return and to enable them 
to meet their obligations to this coun- 
try for the capital supplied them since 
the war,” said Sir Paish. 

he present situation is a serious 
one,” he continued, “because of the 
amount of credit granted both at home 
and abroad by the United States in the 
thirteen-year period since the begin- 
ning of the war. 

Sir George predicted that, despite 
general belief that European nations 
would be the greatest sufferers in case 
of such a credit crisis, the United States, 
in view of the fabulous amount of credit 
created in this country, would be the 
greatest sufferer. 

“In the United States the amount 
of credit has been expanded to dimen- 
sions hitherto regarded as impossible, 
owing to the new banking law and the 
immense imports of gold.

GOODRICH COMEBACK 
\’OULD HELP HOOVER 


Democrais Counting on Tak- 
ing Governorship and Beat- 
ing Senator Robinson. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 20.—While Prank 
O. Lowden appears to have the inside 
track now in the race for presidential 
delegates at the Indiana primary next 
May, political observers see possible 
changes in the situation growing out 
of the reorganization of the Republi- 
can State central committee which is 
impending. 

That Lowden’s name will be entered 

‘n the primary is assured by Alonzo 
Lindley, of Kingman, State senator who 
has been recognized as the Lowden 
leader. He stated yesterday that he 
had been authorized to make known 
the fact that Lowden’s name would be 
filed. A conference of Lowden sup- 
porters is to be called at the Columbia 
Club here about December 1. 
While Vice President Dawes is popu- 
lar in the State, his name will not be 
entered against Lowden. Senator James 
E Watson has been credited with be- 
ing a Dawes supporter and it has been 
expected that he would enter: the race 
himself in order to control the dele- 
gation. Recently he has been advised 
emphatically to stay out of the race 
and it is considered probable that he 
will do So. 


Goodrich Comeback Feared. 


This would leave the preference to 
Lowden by default were it not for the 
disturbing situation in the State organ- 
ization brought about by the announce- 
ment by Chairman Clyde Walb that he 
intended to resign soon. 

As Walb’s financial affairs are being 
underwritten by a $50,000 pool headed 
by James P. Goodrich, former governor, 
and some of his associates, it is feared 
by the Lowden and Watson people that 
Goodrich is making a new effort to come 
back into power in the State. 

Goodrich is out for Herbert Hoover 
He and Mr. Hoover have been close per- 
sonal friends for years and Goodrich 
represented the Secretary of Commerce 
in Russia on several missions. It is ru- 
mored that he may start an Indiana or- 
ganization to place Hoover’s name on 
the ballot. This could be done without 
the formal consent of the Secretary. 

Among the leading names mentioned 
for the new chairman are: 

Ewing Emison, of Vincennes, second 
district committee man and Coolidge 
primary manager in 1924; David Scott 
of Linton, and Lawrence R. Cartwright, 
of Portland. 


Problems to Be Solved. 


Cartwright is now the vice chairman 
and may be selected to serve until the 
May elections. Emison is listed as a 
Watson hope, while Scott has been a 
friend of Goodrich. 

The Republican party has a good deal 
to contend with in the next campaign 
due to indictments and klan exposures 
It is felt, however, that the presidential 
ticket is safe if the Democrats nominate 
Al Smith. No matter what the party 
had to account for in the State, the 
rural drys, the klan and the Antisaloon 
League are counted on to put in the 
strong oar for the Republican nominee 
no matter who wins the nomination 

When it comes to the governorship 
the situation becomes more difficult 
The Democrats are counting on win- 
ning this, also taking away Robinson’s 
seat in the United States Senate. The 
Republicans are looking for new blood 
@ neutral in all the disclosures of the 
last ten years. 

In the meantime, political interest 
centers in the Antisaloon League chief 
the Rev. E S. Shumaker, who will come 
before the State Supreme Court to- 
morrow morning in an effort of Attor- 
ney General Arthur S. Gilliom to have 
Shumaker's original sentence for con- 
tempt increased. Shumaker was found 
guilty last August and given 60 days on 
the penal farm and a fine of $250.

TRADE PROFIT INCREASED 
HALF BILLION, oAYS KLEIN 


Reports on Aid to Business by 
Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 


WASTE EXCEEDS EXPORTS 


(Associated Press.) 

Services rendered by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce to 
Americans engaged in international 
trade resulted last year in an extra 
$500,000,000 in profit, Dr. Julius Klein, 
the bureau chief, declared yesterday in 


his annual report. 

The addition to American trading 
profits came from the procurement of 
new business by the bureau’s repre- 
sentatives, and from ‘he prevention of 
losses by like aid, he said. Only spe- 
cific items coming under the bureau's 
notice were included in the compila- 
tion. 

Dr. Klein pointed to the 2,500,000 
calls received by the Department of 
Commerce last year as an indication of 
the manner in which the American 
business man is taking advantage of 
the aid it offered. 

Six new domestic branch offices were 
established last year and, with the 
machinery functioning smoothly for 
the promotion of foreign trade, Dr 
Klein said, increasing attention was be- 
ing devoted to domestic business. 

Particularly is the bureau being used 
as an agency for the elimination of 
waste in distribution, he said, estimat- 
ing.that $8,000,000,000, or $3 000,000,000 
more than the value of the total ex- 
port trade, was wasted yearly in dis- 
tribution.

SNAPPY SHOWS SEEN 
BY FIRST PRESIDENT 


Mingled Valor and Cowardice 
of Revolutionary Troops 
Described in Book. 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—The 
household of George Washington at 
Mount Vernon before the Revolution is 
described in Rupert Hughes’ second 
volume on the first President as just 
such a home as is now denounced as 
the origin of all vice. 


Hughes, whose first Washington 
volume called forth widespread criti- 
cism, describes the Washington home 
as he finds it pictured in public and 
private documents, “with its card 
tables crowded, dancing routs, drinking 
feasts, and excursions to horse races, 
balls and playhouses.” 

In Washington himself at this pe- 
riod, Hughes finds little to distinguish 
him from the average successful man 
of his day, and the present. 

Protesting that there can be no sac- 
rilege in representing Washington as 
a man “before, and while, he became 
a god,” the author remarks that of 
late “there has been an impatience to 
seek out the face behind the white 
mask, and the actual man is still in 
process of reconstruction.” 


Washington as Legislator. 


The first part of the book, which is 
to be published Wednesday by Will- 
iam Morrow & Co., deals at length 
with Washington’s life as a country 
gentleman after marrying Martha 
Custis, and as a member of the Vir- 
ginia house of burgesses. 

“He took his political duties,” says 
Hughes, “apparently as lightly as the 
average modern member of the lower 
house of a State legislature. He said 
nothing in the assembly and spent his 
evenings playing cards or attending 
the theater.” 

In a chapter on this period, entitled 
“High Life at Williamsburg,” Hughes 
says that Washington constantly 
patronized the playhouses “where the 
young ladies of the town witnessed 
comedies.that would startle Broadway 
of the twentieth century and bring the 
police patrol wagons to the stage door 
for the players.” 

Entries in the diary in 1760 are 
quoted by Hughes as “pleasant 
glimpses of him cheerfully going hi 
ways.” These include sums spent for 
bets on horse ‘races, for cards, for wine, 
for tickets to dances and “by treating 
the ladies.” 

Hughes’ picture of the Continenta. 
Army, based on letters, diaries and 
other manuscripts, many of them in 
Washington’s own hand, differs widely 
from the accounts in what he calls 
“those fairy tales called schoolb6oks.’ 
He quotes Washington as writing in 
1777 that unless the people gave him 
aid in returning deserters: ‘we shall be 
obliged to detach one-half of the Army 
to bring back the other.” 


Mixed Valor and Cowardice. 


The American soldiers at the battle 
of Long Island Hughes describes as 
“a mixed force of cowards and heroes.’ 

“In a mad chaos of individual brav- 
er,, velor’s better part, discretion and 
dewnright poltroonery,” he writes, “ihe 
Americans were killed, wounded, cap- 
tured or routed by English, Highland- 
ers, Hessians and Loyalists. One of the 
British generals alleged that the very 
camp women hilariously joined in the 
holiday and actually captured prison- 
ers.” 

Of the subsequent engagement at 
the place where the Grand Central Ter- 
minal now stands in Manhattan, Hughes 
Writes that an “anguish of fear’ made 
a judgment day of the whole American 
force. while the Hessian peasants “ran 
after them, laughing, and wondering 
that they should have been fetched so 
far to defend England from such 
cattle.” 

Washington was so overcome by the 
cowardice of his men, the author says, 
that after lashing at them with his 
whip, striking a brigadier general as 
well as private soldiers, he suffered a 
“paralysis of ire” within 80 yards of 
the enemy. 

“It was then that it was left to his 
staff to save him,” Hughes writes. “One 
of them rode up, caught his bridle and 
led his horse away, while Washington 
a in the saddle, a dead man breath- 
ng.” 

The next day the Americans werc 
successful in a counterattack and of 
this Hughes says that Washington 
“could hardly believe his eyes; his men 
were fightinfi, and in the open; they 
were driving the British back.”

Made No Threat Should Marie

‘MARIE HELD OPPOSED 
TO RETURN OF CAROL 


Prince’s Alleged Letter, Said 
to Have Been Sent to 
King, Nonexistent. 


Bucharest, Roumania, Nov. 20 (A-P.). 
Leaving a sick bed to receive the Asso- 


ciated Press correspondent, Premier 
Bratiano today characterized as ridicu- 
lous and fantastic recent reports® that 
he intends to establish a republic in 
Roumania 

“The Liberal party,” he said, “has 
Roumania 
can prosper and develop only with the 


_ hereditary monarch, which is the foun- 


dation of its constitution. The mon- 
archy must be kept aloof from political 
dissension. 

“l represent a party which for 70 
years has striven for an absolute con- 
stitutional regime. How can 1 do oth- 
erwise than be faithful? It is sheer 
nonsense to refer to me as an absolute 
dictator. for 1 did not come into power 
by torce, but at the wish of a man 
whose competence has never been ques- 
tioned—King Ferdinand—who, realiz- 
ing he was dying. believed the govern- 
ment would be safer in my hands than 
any other. A certificate of that kind 
from the late sovereign is the highest 
compliment that can come to any 
man.” 


Declares Queen Loyal. 


The premier, who has been ill with 
influenza for the past three weeks, 
characterized as contemptible reports 
that he was threatening to establish a 
republic if Queen Marie attempted to 
go to Paris to see former Crown Prince 
Carol, 

“The queen is too noble a woman,” 
he remarked, “to attempt to upset the 
existing dynastic order. In the minds 
of the Roumanian people Queen Marie 
is still a great sovereign, a valiant and 
glorious companion, who so courageous- 
ly assisted their lamented and well-be- 
loved king. Personally, 1 have the 
greatest admiration for and the deep- 
est gratitude to the queen, and hope 


that the Roumanian peuple will long 
enjoy her valued support.” 


“Are you convinced that the present 
the 
correspondent asked the 63-year-old 
statesman, who has held the oflice of 
premier twelve times. 

“Yes, 1 am sure all attempts to upset 
the regency will fail,” he replied. 

M. Bratiano denied there was any 
friction between himself and the re- 
gency, saying: “The fact that the liberal 
government is in power is sufficient 
proof that it enjoys the confidence of 
the regency, which has the authority to 
make or break governments. The strong- 
est spirit of unity prevails among the 
members of the regency.” 


Says Queen Bars Carol. 


“Would it have been wiser, in view 
of the agitation in favor of Carol, to 
have appointed the queen as sole re- 
gent?” the correspondent asked. 

“The constitution, which governs 
this in the form of article 83, provides 
that the regency shall be comprised of 
three persons.” 

“But if the queen had been ap- 
pointed sole’ regent before the king 
died,” it was urged, “Carol might have 
made no attempt to return.” 

“The queen,” said the premier, “con- 
sistently refused to envisage such an 
eventuality as the prince’s return.”’ 

Premier Bratiano denied emphatical- 
ly the declaration of Mihail Manoilescu 
recently acquitted of the charge of 
conspiracy, and others that King Ferdi- 
hand desired possionately to see Carol 
before he died. 

“This is utterly fantastic,” he as- 
serted, “all the manifestations of the 
late king proved to the contrary.” 

Asked if he would allow Carol to 
return either as a member of the 
regency or as king, provided the Rou- 
manian people desird it, the premier 
answred: “It does not depend on my 
will or that of any other person. The 
constitution expressly prohibits any 
modification of its text during the 
minorty of the present soveregn.” 


Must Obey. Constitution. 


Explaining why the government had 
prohibited the national congress of 
peasants at Alba Julia, M. Bratiano 
said: 

“The government is determined to 
prevent any manifestation which is not 
pledged to respect the terms of the con 
stitution.” 

The correspondent inquired if the 
premier had seen the four-page hand- 
written document alleged to have been 
sent by Carol to King Ferdinand, giv- 
ing the former crown: prince’s reasons 
for leaving Roumania. 

“No such document exists,” 
M. Bratiano. 

To clear up current speculation con- 
cerning the relative rank of Queen 
Marie and Princess Helen, mother of 
the little King Michael, M. Bratiano 
said: 

“The dowager queen has precedence 
over Princess Helen by reason of the 
fac. that she has been reigning queen.” 

Questioned as to the possibility of 
collaboration of the government with 
the opposition parties, the premier de- 
clared that the Liberal party, inspired 
by a spirit of conciliation, sincerely 
desired collaboration for the good of 
the country, and if it did not succeed. 
the fault would rest with the others. 
The Liberals, however, he added, had 
all the force necessary to govern alone. 

Describing how the United States 
could help Roumania most, M. Bratiano 
said: 

“First, by not belleving all 
calumnious reports about us; second, 
by doing as you are doing, learning 
to know Roumiania, and third, by 
having confidence in Roumania's 
potentialities and future.”

No Loan Asked Here. 


The Liberal government had not yet 
tried to obtain a loan in the United 
States, the premier continued. 

“Our efforts heretofore,” he explained 
“have had as their goal the establish- 
ment of financial stability through our 
own resources in such a manner that 
American capital may be inspired to 
have confidence in Roumania.” 

In reply to a question whether 
Roumania had recently sought to 
recognize Soviet Russia, he said: 
“Roumania desires normal relations 
with all countries, but does not think 
that the present attitude of the Soviets 
warrants Roumania in taking the 
initiative.” 

Turning from politics, M. Bratiano 
discussed prohibition, saying: “We are 
against alcoholism as a social evil; we 
are preparing measures against it, but 
do not confound these measures 
with absolute prohibition The mod- 
erate use of wines and beer has a 
distinct nutritive value, and we are 
not against it.”

Running Water and Circulating Ice Water 
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Peasant Party Decides 
On Passive Resistance 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Bucharest, Nov. 20.—With soldiers 
patrolling all parts of the city and 
other measures taken to assure order, 
the deputies of the National Peasant 
party, thwarted by the government in 
their attempt to hold a congress at 
Albaiulia, today in an enthusiastic as- 
sembly at Bucharest decided upon a 
policy by which they hope to over- 
throw Premier Bratiano and get control 
of the government. 

Their decision to “use every legal 
method within and without the party” 
includes a policy of passive resistance. 
Members of the party and others are 
urged to refuse to pay taxes or permit 
their sons to respond to the call for 
army service on the ground that the 
taxation and order for recruits were 
made by an unconstitutional govern- 
ment. 

Despite the police patrols the deputies 
of the Jorga party appeared before the 
assembly hall and gave a big ovation 
for M. Maniu, head of the National 
Peasant party, who declared that the 
peasants gladly would accept the coop- 
eration of the party but absolutely 
refused to work with Gen. Averescu, 
the former premier. Prof. Nicholas 
Jorga, a former tutor of Prince Carol, 
still is regarded as a real Carolist. M. 
Maniu, however, gave no encourage- 
ment to the Carol sentiment, saying 
the question was relatively unim- 
portant.

NO PAN-AMERICAN LEAGUE. 


The sixth conference of the American 
republics, to be held at Havana in Janu- 
ary, will have before it the report of a 
commission of jurists which met at Rio 
de Janeiro last spring and labored upon 
the preparation of a code of international 
law. These jurists do not appear to have 
confined their labors to the law. They 


seem to have indulged in dreams of state- 


craft. 

The most important feature of their 
report is a plan for the transformation of 
the Pan-American Union into a political 
body somewhat resembling the Geneva 
League of Nations. 
the American republics shall agree by 
treaty to empower the Pan-American 
Union to bring about “an exchange of 
views” whenever any of these republics 
lodges a complaint that it is directly in- 
jured by a violation of international law. 
The governing board of the union is to act 
as a council of conciliation whenever a 
question arises that endangers the peace 
of the nations signatory to the treaty. 
In case of war the union is to have power 
to appoint commissions to observe the 
conduct of the belligerents, to “ascertain 
the common interests of the states, and 
to suggest to them fitting measures.”

The United States found that it was 
impossible to join a league of nations, 
because of constitutional obstacles. The 
Rio plan, which virtually proposes an 
American league of nations, does not re- 
move the obstacles that stand in the way 
of the United States. Hence it is not to be 
expected that the delegation headed by 
Charles E. Hughes will seek to commit 
the United States to a treaty that would 
be rejected by the Senate. 

The Pan-American Union, while it is 
not indispensable, has accomplished some 
good in a minor fashion by facilitating 
social intercourse and the exchange of 
cultural and commercial information. 
Under the direction of the Secretary of 
State it has been prevented from develop- 
ing into a political organization. The 
continued existence of the union depends 
upon its avoidance of politica] intrigue or 
political pretensions. Its permanent seat 
is in Washington. The United States 
would not tolerate the creation of an 
organism here which would share the 
powers of government with the Govern- 
ment itself; and an attempt to set up a 
Pan-American league elsewhere in this 
hemisphere would be fruitless against the 
opposition of the United States. 


Agreements among the American re- | 


publics providing for arbitration of dis- 
putes are desirable; and doubtless arbitral 
tribunals composed of jurists belonging 
to American republics would promote 
justice and peace. The practice of select- 
ing the head of a state to act as arbitrator 
is not to be recommended,

At first there will be made no attempt to 
carry passengers between the United States 
Possibly for three or four years 
the planes will be run on schedule, carrying 
only mail and express matter, during which 
time the pilots will experiment.

who said that it was a sporting stunt and that 
commercial flying between Paris and London 
could never be practicable. When Lindbergh 
landed at Le Bourget, I heard many French- 
men, who should know better, say ‘foolhardy 
stunt.” But Lindbergh was the pioneer of the 
Atlantic, and within fifteen months of the day 
of his accomplishment I hope to have my first 
mail plane linking Paris with New York in a 
day and a half.’”’ May his hopes materialize! 


AT THE FILLING STATION. 
‘“‘Beware the man at the filling pump,’’ cau- 
tions the American Automobile Association. 
Basing its warning on the experience of many 


| of the affiliated clubs which from time to time 


and with the cooperation of officials have 
staged investigations of and raids on certain 
gasoline stations suspected of systematic “short 
measure” practices, the association calls at- 
tention to the fact that it is the easiest thing 
in the world for the operator of the pump to 
substitute a lesser quantity of gasoline than is 
ordered. Owners of stations in most cases are 
doing everything possible to prevent sharp 
practice on the part of irresponsible attendants, 
it adds, but the practice can not be broken up 
unless motogists cooperate fully. 

The average motorist does not bother about 
watching the filling-up process. In the old 
days, when the tank was generally located be- 
neath the seat, it was little bother to keep 
one’s eye upon the attendant who was re- 
plenishing the fuel supply. Today, however, 
most cars carry the tank at the rear, and they 
can not be watched as long as the driver 
remains in the front seat. Filling station 
attendants are aware of this fact, and it is 
only because most of them are’ honest that 
motordom’s loss through short measure is not 
considerably larger than at present. 

Watch the attendant when he fills the tank, 
advises the association. Watch the pump 
indicator and be sure that the bowl is entirely 
empty before it is shut off. Then be sure that 
the hose is thoroughly drained. If necessary 
get out of the car. This is good advice to 
follow. The small amount of gasoline that 
may be lost during each purchase is of little 
value of itself, but when multiplied by the 
number of purchases made during a year it 
mounts into money. 


FASHION IN TABLECLOTHS. 


Experts aver that the linen industry has 
been hard hit in recent years by the fashion, 
which sprang up before the war, of using table 
mats instead of tablecloths, The tablecloth of 
fine damask linen—and how far afield the 
derivation of that word, ‘‘damask,’’ takes us— 
had had a long reign, for it was in the six- 
teenth and the seventeenth centuries that the 
Flemish and the French refugees brought to 
Norwich in England, to Dunfermline in Scot- 
land, and especially to Belfast in Ireland the 
knowledge of how to weave it, and so started 
what in time developed into a very general 
practice. It is alleged that linen tablecloths 
went out of fashion because their initial.cost 


' and the cost of their upkeep, that is, the cost 


of having them laundered, became too great 
for the average housewife. One suspects other 
reasons not connected so intimately with cost 
as with much dining out and the consequent 
loss of interest in the appearance of the table 
at home, 

However that may be, there seems to be at 
present a great revival in the demand for 
damask. One notes also—with some trepida- 
tion, it must be confessed—that the old-time 
patterhs are relegated to the discard. Instead 
of the flowers, the scrolls, and the shamrocks 
of former years, the trend of design weuld 
now appear to be along classical lines. The 
Elgin Marbles have been studied to some pur- 
pose, and one firds representations of Hector 
and Andromache, of the return of Proserpine, 
and of Bacchanalian revels. Now, it appears 
that the United States is confidently expetted 
to follow the lead of Britain in the matter of 
tablecloths; but will it not be aggravating to 
the diners in this country to have beneath their 
gaze ivy-crowned Bacchus and old Silenus and 
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toward the repeal of the Volstead act and the 
overthrow of the eighteenth amendment? 
Propaganda, we are told, is everywhere, and 
these tablecloth designs, with their possible 
infuriating effect on large masses of the citi- 
zens, had better be investigated ere their ne- 
farious work is done. Investigation would then 
come too late. ' 


A BUREAU WORTH WHILE. 


, The annual report of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce proves conclusively 
the value of the service it renders. During the 
year it secured for American businéss benefits 
of an estimated value of $500,000,000, made 
up not only of actual orders secured by manu- 
facturers, agriculturists and exporters through 
the assistance of the bureau, but also of specific 
losses Which were avoided because of action 
taken fff behalf of American exporters or in- 
formation furnished them. 

Numerous instances of trade aid are meén- 
tioned. The Berlin office, for instance, aided 
an American manufacturer to obtain $300,C00 
worth of new business in a three-month period. 
The Buenos Aires branch was able to establish 
a connection for a San Francisco fruit firm 
which resulted in more than $100,000 worth of 
orders. The Madrid office assisted directly in 
obtaining for an American firm an order for 
electric cars totaling over $1,000,000. 

The total appropriation for the bureau 
during the year under review amounted to 
approximately $3,250,000. It is obvious that 
the American taxpayer is collecting a hand- 
some return on the money he has invested ia 
such services. 

Not often is a governmental agency able to 
prove conclusively that it is worth its salt. 
Returns from governmental activity, while 
really of a tangible nature, are taken so much 
for granted that the public does not realize 
what it is purchasing with its tax dollar. The 
story of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce for the year ended June 30, 1927, 
should be held up as a mirror of what the tax 
dollar purchases. 


AMBROSE BIERCE. 


Those who have wondered over the strange 
and unaccountable disappearance of Ambrose 
Bierce, soldier, journalist and author, who 
made Washington his home for many years, 
will doubt the accuracy of the story of his last 
days as reported by Dr. De Castro. It may be 
true, as asserted by that gentleman, that he 
was Bierce’s “confidant and pupil;”’ it is even 
supposable that De Castro collaborated with 
the author in the production of some of his 
most weird tales. But those who were inti- 
mate with Maj. Bierce doubt the accuracy of 
the account of his taking-off. 

That Bierce was a cynic and at times sub- 
ject to morose broodings no one will dispute. 
It is also true, that he fully believed that a 
man had every right to take his own life. But 
the man who asserts at this late day that Am- 
brose Bierce was a physical coward could not 
have been as intimate with the major as he 
claims to have been. 

It is strange that Dr. De Castro should have 
remained silent for nearly five years before 
telling what he learned in 1923 of the fate of 
his friend, teacher and associate. It is not 
necessary to prove that Ambrose Bierce was 
murdered. If Pancho Villa was responsible for 
that murder, it would be.nothing new in the 
history of that bandit. But the intimation that 
Bierce was too cowardly to take his own life, 
and that, desiring to pass out as easily as pos- 
sible, he deliberately schemed to bring about 
his own murder is to slander the memory of a 
courageous man. 


WHERE ARE THE DOCTORS? 


Instead of the old inquiry, ‘‘What becomes 
of all the pins?’’ it would seem that one might 
well ask the ultimate fate of all the doctors. 
Year after year a cry for medical help comes 
from every rural community because of the 
lack of physicians. The old-time doctor whose 
faithful old Dobbin drew the buggy or the cut- 
ter through the country roads at all hours of 
the day or the night, and who was ever ready 
to respond to the call of the suffering, has 
vanished completely from the world. In his 
place is the physician living in a comfortable 
home in the nearby village, whose office hours 
are set rigidly, and who is more likely to pre- 
scribe over the telephone than to risk his auto- 
mobile in the highways covered with snow. 

Yet in spite of the increasing demand for 
doctors in the rural districts and the apparent 
short crop of medical graduates, there appears 
to be no falling-off in the number of young 
men who are always ready to matriculate in 
the medical departments of the universities. 
There are today no fewer than 80 medical 
schools in the country, the graduates from 
which are permitted to practice the healing art 
in any State wherein they may choose to lo- 
cate. During the last college year the aggre- 
gate number of students enrolled in these col- 
leges of medicine was 18,690 men and 964 
women, enrollments have steadily increased 
since the close of the war. 

It is safe to estimate that with a total stu- 
dent body of 20,000 the annual crop of doc- 
tors is not fewer than 25 per cent of that num- 
ber, or 5,000 each year, and as the medical pro- 
fession is not classed as especially hazardous, 
most of them probably live to the average age 
alloted to man, What, then, becomes of the 
doctors, and why is the shortage so acute in 
the rural districts? 


RADIO CRIME DETECTION. 


Radio facsimile transmission has already 
proved its value in a score of ways. The most 
recent and possibly the most important of the 
newly discovered uses to which it may be put 
is in the detection of crime. A few days ago a 
criminal was apprehended in London. The 
authorities in Scotland Yard believed that he 
was wanted in Chicago, but they had no direct 
evidence that their prisoner was the man 
sought by the Chicago police. The markings 
of his fingers were inked on paper, and through 
the radio process were transmitted to the 
lake city and at once identified as the digital 
lines of the man whom the Chicago police had 
diligently hunted. 

The transmission of the print occupied 
scarcely a minute. The prisoner will be brought 
back on a fast ship, and within 24 hours after 
that ship ties up at her dock he will find him- 
self again in the vicinity of his old activities. 
However, it is scarcely to be hoped that the 
story of his trial, conviction and sentence will 
be accomplished with like celerity. Radio de- 
velopment has not yet reached that stage where 
it can be utilized to expedite court action.

Mee Irregularities Crop Up; 
Steel Trade Reports 
Progress. 


CAR LOADINGS SHRINK 
IN SEASONAL MANNER 


Textiles Improve; Retail Pros- 
pects Better; Money Mar- 
ket Unchanged. 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Further 
signs of improvement brightened the 
business horizon last week, although 
irregularities continued to crop up 
Perhaps, in truth, the improvement 
was sensed, rather than felt, and ex- 
emplified in the growing belief that 
brisk expansion in industry is due to 
begin with the new year. 

The shifting of eyes to 1928, of 
course, was due in the main to the 
failure of the expected autumnal re- 
vival of trade to materialize. This 
has been attributed to various causes, 
such as Ford’s absence from the motor 
market, lagging railway revenue, re- 
duced operations in the steel industry 
and heavy overproduction of crude oil 
Some of these “reasons” are better 
classified as effects, but they are 60 
closely interrelated that they also form 
a huge circle of causes. 


Progress in Steel Trade. 


The steel trade reported some 
progress. Firmness of plates, shapes 
and bars was partly upset by renewed 
weakness in sheets and other lighter 
forms, but a good inquiry for rails and 
oil field materials has been followed by 
some development of demand in other 
branches. Nevertheless, the gain in 
operation was of comparatively minor 
proportions, still well behind the rec- 
ords of last year. 

Freight car loadings declined, a sea- 
sonal movement at this time of the 
year. Merchandise shipments gained 
over the week before, but fell below 
the 1926 figures. 

An unexpected increase in crude oil 
production unsettled the petroleum 
trade somewhat, but this was partly 
discounted by higher prices for oil 
stocks in the various security mar- 
kets, indicating that there has been no 
sudden growth of pessimism, at least 
in the minds of investors in such is- 
sues. Renewed signs of life were seen 
in the new West Texas fields, but it is 
possible that the petroleum trade, hav- 
ing learned its lesson from Seminole 
earlier in the year, will exert itself to 
prevent a serious flood in the new era 


Betterment in Textile Trade. 


The textile trade displayed some bet- 
terment, giving a feeling that brisk 
trade is expected early in the coming 
year. Retail business was at the brink 
of what is expected to be an unusually 
heavy holiday season, and while weath- 
er conditions have caused some hesi- 
tancy in many sections of the country 
there was a feeling of cheerfulness 
throughout this branch of commerce. 

A particularly favorable development 
was the Government’s report on bal- 
ance of trade, showing that exports in 
October had a margin of $134,000,000 
over imports. Since this is more than 
$50,000,000 more than the September 
surplus, and as much above the surplus 
of October, 1926, it created a decidedly 
comfortable feeling. 

There was little change in the money 
market. Retirement of $350,000,000 of 
Second Liberty bonds on the 15th 
poured a huge amount into the credit 
reservoir, and was reflected by advancing 
prices in securities. Bank assets were 
currently reported at a new high rec- 
ord figure, which was taken as new 
evidence of the fundamental soundness 
of business as a whole. 

Bank clearings increased about 19 per 
cent over the week before, and 13 per 
cent over the corresponding six days 
of last year. Bank debits gained ap- 
proximately 25 per cent over both re- 
lated periods.

PRICES OF BONDS a 
HIGHEST PEAK SINCE 1913 


Retirement of Liberty Loan 
Releases Huge Sum for 
Reinvestment. 


NEW OFFERINGS SMALL 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Retire- 
ment of the Second Liberty Loan, the 
outstanding financial event of last 
week, released approximately $350,000,- 
000 for reinvestment, and resulted in 


bond market. The average price of 40 
leading domestic corporation liens 
stood at the highest level since 1913, 
and United States Treasury issues 
changed. hands at unprecedented fig- 
ures. » 

Of the original $3,800,000,000 issue of 
Second Liberty bonds, approximately 
$350,000,000 was retired in the two 
days following the call date last Tues, 
day. This, with redemptions already 
effected through purchase and ex- 
change for the Treasury 3%5, left out- 
standing at the end of the week ap- 
proximately $300,000,000 of the original 
Offering. Many of the bonds not yet 
turned in, being In the hands of widely 
scattered small investors, likely will re- 
main out for months before they reach 
the Treasury for liquidation, 

While the huge flow of reinvestment 
capital came back into the market, new 
offerings were of relatively small pro- 
portions, which lent added force to the 
lift in prices. Recent investment buy- 
ing, particularly in the railroad divis- 
ion, reducing the floating supply to a 
marked degree, was another factor in 


the week's strength. As prices reached 
their top levels, however, offerings 
tended to increase somewhat, as many 
buyers yielded to the temptation to 
take profits on the bulge. It was sig- 
nificant of the soundness of the mar- 
ket that these offerings were promptly 
taken, without any apparent check on 
the forward movement. 

The new issues of the week aggre- 
gated about $86,000,000, which com 
pared with §107,000,000 in the 
ing week, and around $58,000,000 in the 
corresponding six days of 1926. Chief 
among the items of new financing was 
an issue of $20,000,000 for the Nor- 
wegian Hydro-Electric Co., which was 
reported promptly oversubscribed. 

Reports of negotiations for new Ger- 
man loans persisted despite the un- 
settlement of the market for such 
bonds resulting from comments on 
German expenditures by 8. Parker Gil- 
bert, agent genera] of reparations. The 
German Rentenbank Is said to be seek- 
ing a $25,000,000 advance here, the 
Original plan to secure $50,000,000 hav- 
ing been revised. 

A large volume of Japanese financing 
also is the subject of many rumors, 
following the visit to the empire by 
Thomas W. Lamont. Such _ reports. 
however, are somewhat clouded by news 
that the loan of $25,000,000 or so to the 
South Manchurian Railway will be 
floated in the Japanese market. The} 
road is owned by the Tokyo fgovern- 
ment. Original reports had indicated 
that the financing would be done in 
this market, and Wall street was taken 
by surprise by the new development.

MINUS EYES, (3 CHARGE 


Smack That Drifted Across 
Pacific Lacked the Usual 
Painted Optics. 


AN ANCIENT TRADITION 


Beattle, Wash., Nov. 
ship “gone blind!” 

That was the way an aged Japanese 
described the illfated fishing smack, 
Ryo Yei, as he viewed the vessel tied up 
here after drifting helplessly for eleven 
months on the North Pacific while her 
crew of twelve starved, sickened and 
died. 

Close up under the bulkwarks, some- 
what damaged in bringing the boat to 
a safe anchorage in the sound, appear 
the “eyes” which adorn so many of the 
jJunks and sampans of the Orient. 

All through the Yellow and Japan 
seas and along the China coast, painted 


eyes look out on the pathways of the 
sea. Chinese and Japanese sailormen 
have believed for untold generations 
that ships must have vision. 

“No can seo, no can go,” they say 

So when the Ryo Yel Maru—meaning 
good, prosperous ship—was built by the 
sea-faring folk of the Japanese coastai 
villages of Misaki, she was given a pair 
of eyes, even though her ull, engine 
rigging and general equipment were 
the most modern her builders could 
produce 

The little vessel about 85 feet long 
left Misaki Harbor on a fishing cruise 
early in December, 1926 All went wei.

NEGRO BOY IS URGED 
FOR CARNEGIE MEDAL 


Lad, 13, Slides 40 Feet Into 
Well; Saves Lives of 


Three Babies. 


Liberty. Miss., Nov. 20.—Bud Francis. 
a 13-year-old negro of the little town 
of Robinson, near here, is being hailed 
ns a hero of remarkabiy quick action for 
aving the lives of three negro babies. 
influential persons have called the at- 
tention ef the Carnegie commission to 
his case as deserving of a medal. 

Three negro babies, including a pair 
of twins, were playing on a platform 
covering a well, now abandoned The 
boards had rotted and the children fell 
through. It is 40 feet to the water. 
which is 6 feet deep. 

While oth r spectators screamed Bud 
leaped to an iron pipe in the center 
of the well and shot downward so 
rapidly that his legs and arms were 
burned by friction. At the bottom of 
the well, a foot or so above the weter 
is a bric’: ledge. Bud seized the babies 
one by one and set them upon this 
ledge, threatening them with dire pun- 
ishment unless they hung on. A basket 
was lowered on a rope and Bud placed 
the babies in this and they were drawn 
to safety. On the second trip he 
slumped into the basket himself and 
was taken out.

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Some Irregularities Crop Up; 
Steel Trade Reports 
Progress. 


CAR LOADINGS SHRINK 
IN SEASONAL MANNER 


Textiles Improve; Retail Pros- 
pects Better; Money Mar- 
ket Unchanged. 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Further 
signs of improvement brightened the 
business horizon last week, although 
irregularities continued to crop up 
Perhaps, in truth, the improvement 
was sensed, rather than felt, and ex- 
emplified in the growing belief that 
brisk expansion in industry is due to 
begin with the new year. 

The shifting of eyes to 1928, of 
course, was due in the main to the 
failure of the expected autumnal re- 
vival of trade to materialize. This 
has been attributed to various causes, 
such as Ford’s absence from the motor 
market, lagging railway revenue, re- 
duced operations in the steel industry 
and heavy overproduction of crude oll 
Some of these “reasons” are better 
classified as effects, but they are so 
closely interrelated that theygalso form 
a huge circle of causes. 


Progress in Steel Trade. 


The steel trade reported some 
progress. Firmness of plates, shapes 
and bars was partly upset by renewed 
weakness in sheets and other lighter 
forms, but a good inquiry for rails and 
oil field materials has been followed by 
some development of demand in other 
branches. Nevertheless, the gain in 
operation was of comparatively minor 
proportions, still well behind the rec- 
ords of last year. 

Freight car loadings declined, a sea- 
sonal movement at this time of the 
year. Merchandise shipments gained 
over the week before, but fell below 
the 1926 figures. 

An unexpected increase in crude oil 
production unsettled the petroleum 
trade somewhat, but this was partly 
discounted by higher prices for oil 
stocks in the various security mar- 
kets, indicating that there has been no 
sudden growth of pessimism, at least 
in the minds of investors in such is- 
sues. Renewed signs of life were seen 
in the new West Texas flelds, but it is 
possible that the petroleum trade, hav- 
ing learned its lesson from Seminole 
earlier in the year, will exert itself to 
prevent a serious flood in the new era. 


Betterment in Textile Trade. 


The textile trade displayed some bet- 
terment, giving a feeling that brisk 
trade is expected early in the coming 
year. Retail business was at the brink 
of what is expected to be an unusually 
heavy holiday season, and while weath- 
er conditions have caused some hesi- 
tancy in many sections of the country. 
there was a feeling of cheerfulness 
throughout this branch of commerce 

A particularly favorable development 
was the Government’s report on bal- 
ance of trade, showing that exports in 
October had a margin of $134,000,000 
over imports. Since this is more than 
$50,000,000 more than the September 
surplus, and as much above the surplus 
of October, 1926, it created a decidedly 
comfortable feeling. 

There was little change in the money 
market. Retirement of $350,000,000 of 
Second Liberty bonds on the 15th 
poured a huge amount into the credit 
reservoir, and was reflected by advancing 
prices in securities. Bank assets were 
currently reported at a new high rec- 
ord figure, which was taken as new 
evidence of the fundamental soundness 
of business as a whole. 

Bank clearings increased about 19 per 
cent over the week before, and 13 per 
cent over the corresponding six days 
of last year. Bank debits gained ap- 
proximately 25 per cent over both re- 
lated periods.

Retirement of Liberty Loan 
Releases Huge Sum for 
Reinvestment. 


NEW OFFERINGS SMALL 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Retire- 
ment of the Second Liberty Loan, the 
Outstanding financial event of last 
week, released approximately $350,000,- 
000 for reinvestment, and resulted in 
@® period of unusual strength in the 
bond market. The average price of 40 
leading domestic corporation liens 
stood at the highest level since 1913, 
and United States Treasury issues 
changed hands at unprecedented fig- 
ures. 

Of the original $3,800,000,000 issue of 
Second Liberty bonds, approximately 
$350,000,000 was retired in the two 
days following the call date last Tues- 
day. This, with redemptions already 
effected through purchase and ex- 
change for the Treasury 3%s, left out- 
standing at the end of the week ap- 
proximately $300,000,000 of the original 
Offering. Many of the bonds not yet 
turned in, being in the hands of widely 
scattered small investors, likely will re- 
main out for months before they reach 
the Treasury for liquidation. 

While the huge flow of reinvestment 
capital came back into the market, new 
offerings were of relatively small pro- 
portions, which.lent added force to the 
lift in prices. Recent investment buy- 
ing, particularly in the railroad divis- 
ion, reducing the floating supply to a 
marked degree, was another factor in 


the week’s strength. As prices reached 
their top levels, however, offerings 
tended to increase somewhat, as many 
buyers yielded to the temptation to 
take profits on the bulge. It was sig- 
nificant of the soundness of the mar- 
ket that these offerings were promptly 
taken, without any apparent check on 
the forward movement. 

The new issues of the week aggre- 
gated about $85,000,000, which com- 
pared with $107,000,000 in the preced- 
ing week, and around $58,000,000 in the 
corresponding six days of 1926. Chief 
among the items of new financing was 
an issue of $20,000,000 for the Nor- 
wegian Hydro-Electric Co., which was 
reported promptly oversubscribed. 

Reports of negotiations for new Ger- 
man loans persisted despite the un- 
settlement of the market for such 
bonds resulting from comments on 
German expenditures by S. Parker Gil- 
bert, agent general of reparations. The 
German Rentenbank is said to be seek- 
ing a $25,000,000 advance here, the 
original plan to secure $50,000,000 hav- 
ing been revised. 

A large volume of Japanese financing 
also is the subject of many rumors, 
following the visit to the empire by 
Thomas W. Lamont. Such _ reports, 
however, are somewhat clouded by news 
that the loan of $25,000,000 or so to the 
South Manchurian Railway will be 
floated in the Japanese market. The 
road is owned by the Tokyo govern- 
ment. Original reports had indicated 
that the financing would be done in 
this market, and Wall street was taken 
by surprise by the new development. 

Domestic new issues reported on the 
way include one of $75,000,000 to be 
offered in connection with refinancing 
plans of the Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
Co. Numerous public utility loans of 
varying amounts also are in the mak- 
ing.

DEATH SHIP WAS BUILT 
MINUS EYES, 1 CHARGE 


Smack That .Drifted Across 
Pacific Lacked the Usual 
Painted Optics. 


AN ANCIENT TRADITION 


Seattle, Wash., (A.P.).—A 


ship “gone blind!” 

That was the way an aged Japanese 
described the illfated fishing smack, 
Ryo Yei, as he viewed the vessel tied up 
here after drifting helplessly for eleven 
months on the North Pacific while her 
crew of twelve starved, sickened and 
died. 

Close up under the bulkwarks, some- 
what damaged in bringing the boat to 
a safe anchorage in the sound, appear 
the “eyes” which adorn so many of the 
junks and sampans of the Orient. 

All through the Yellow and Japan 
seas and along the China coast, painted 


eyes look out on the pathways of the 
sea. Chinese and Japanese sallormen 
have believed for untold generations 
that ships must have vision. 

“No can sec, no can go,” they say. 

So when the Ryo Yei Maru—meaning 
good, prosperous ship—was built by the 
sea-faring folk of the Japanese coastal 
villages of Misaki, she was given a pair 
of eyes, even though her hull, engine 
rigging and general equipment were 
the most modern her builders could 
produce 

The little vessel about 85 feet long 
left Misaki Harbor on a fishing cruise 
early in December, 1926. All went wel: 
for a week, then the crank shaft broke 
Misfortune followed misfortune until 
the last two of the twelve fishermen 
met death in the tiny, dark cabin some 
time in May. A diary telling of the 
despair and death which followed the 
displeasure of Konpira, Japanese sail- 
ors’ god, was found in the cabin 
Months after the Ryo Yel set sail for 
the tuna banks northeast of Japan, the 
American Mail Line freighter Margaret 
Dollar sighted her rolling in the trough 
of the waves off Cape Flattery, and 
towed her into Puget Sound. 

As if somewhat ashamed of the an- 
client superstition, the Japanese build- 
ers of the Ryo Yei made the vessel’s 
eyes resemble hawse-plates and oniy 
close examination reveals that the 
time-honored custom was adhered to

WEEK'S PRICES ON CURB 
- MOVE STEADILY VPMARD |. 


Few Stocks Suffer Minor Set- 
‘backs; Trading Is on 
Broad Scale. 


BUYING OF OILS FEATURE 


New York, Nov. 20 (A.P.).—Prices of 
curb stocks moved steadily higher last 
week, with only a few minor setbacks. 
and a few scattered points of weakness 
Trading was on a broad scale and a 
number of usually quiet shares had 
moments of abnormal activity. 

Buying of oil stocks was the out- 
standing feature, indicating a feeling 
of optimism in petroleum circles. Some 
of these issues, together with a num- 
ber of the related pipe lines, advanced 
| briskly in most sessions, several of them 

improving. their peak prices. Public 
utilities again reflected prospects for 
good earnings, and, in some cases, a re- 
vival of merger talk. 

Increased buying power in agricul- 
tural sections was reflected by strength 
of farm implement shares. Sugar Iis- 
sues improved on hopes for better busi- 
ness conditions as a result of an agree- 
ment to regulate exports from four im- 
portant sugar producing countries. 

Buying also was brisk in banking 
rubber, motor and publishing groups, 
while confectionery, soft drinks and ice 
cream shares attracted a considerable 
following. 

Retail Stores failed to respond to 
prospects for unprecedented holiday 
trade, and Celanese issues again were 
on the down side. Soft spots also were 
found in the dairy, bakery and sulphur 
mining groups. 

New issues admitted to trading in- 
cluded the new United Biscuit common 
and preferred stocks and bonds of the 
Norwegian Hydro-Electric Co., marketed 
early in the week. 


Whitneys to Develop 
Flin Flon Mine Area 


Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 20 (A.P.).—De- 
velopment of the Flin Flon Copper and 
Zinc mining area, entailing a capital 
investment of at least $30,000,000 by 
the Whitney interests, is to be started 
next month, Premier John Bracken an- 
nounced today. 

Construction of a railroad into the 
mining fields will be begun this win- 
ter, he said, adding that the provin- 
cial government's offer to pay $100,000 
annually for five years against possible 
operating loss of the road had been 
accepted. 

The road, to be built by the Canadian 
National Railway at an approximate 
cost of $3,500,000, he said, will run from 
a point near the pass.on the Hudson 
Bay road “into the Flin Flon district.

NEGRO BOY IS URGED 
FOR CARNEGIE MEDAL 


Lad; 13, Slides 40 Feet Into 
Well; Saves Lives of 
Three Babies. 


Liberty, Miss., Nov. 20.—Bud Francis. 
a 13-year-old negro of the little town 
of Robinson, near here, is being hailed 
as a hero of remarkably quick action for 
saving the lives of three negro babies. 
Influential persons have called the at- 
tention of the Carnegie commission to 
his case as deserving of a medal. 

Three negro babies, including a pair 
of twins, were playing on a platform 
covering a well, now abandoned The 
boards had rotted and the children fell 
through. It is 40 feet to the water, 
which is 6 feet deep. 

While oth-r spectators screamed Bud 
leaped to an iron pipe in the center 
of the well and shot downward so

HOUSE LEADERS PLAN 
DEFICIENCY BILL MOVE 


Committee Meets Today; To 
Redraft.Measure Side- 
tracked Last Year. 


FAVOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 


(Associated Press.) 
One of the first acts of the new 
Congress, if plans of House leaders 
materialize, will be to enact a deficiency 
appropriation bill to make up for the 
one side-tracked in the Senate fili- 
buster at the close of the last session. 


In line with this, a subcommittee of 
the House appropriations committee 
will meet today to begin redrafting the 
bill so that it will be up-to-date. 
While the bill of last session was known 
as the “second deficiency bill,” the 
new measure will be the first deficiency 
bill of the Seventieth Congress. 
Speaker Longworth and Chairman 
Madden, of the appropriations com- 
mittee, both have announced that they 
favor immediate consideration of the 
bill by the House, and that only the 
new tax bill might be given priority. 
Although its predecessor will con- 
stitute the backbone of the new 
deficiency bill, some items are to be 
covered which were not previously in- 
cluded, Mr. Madden said. He will per- 
sonally head the subcommittee to put 
the bill in shape. 

The House bill last year appropri- 
ated 64,500,000. This was raised to 
$93,700,000 when reported out of com- 
mittee to the Senate, and amendments 
to be offered are expected to raise the 
total to about $115,000,000. 

Estimates by some Government de- 
partments on amount necessary to cover 
their needs already have been received 
by the House appropriations committee. 
Other estimates are expected by the 
subcommittee during the writing of the 
bill. An effort will be made to have 
the bill ready when Congress convenes 
December 6, and it is the hope of 
House leaders to get it to the Senate 
in time for its enactment by that body 
before the Christmas recess. 

The largest item in the previous bill, 
which was lost in the Senate jam, was 
for Army and Navy pensions, $37,200,- 
000, being appropriated for that pur- 
pose. The bill also provided $2,213,- 
698 for the Department of Justice; 
$4,480,519 for the Navy Department; 
$1,039,341 for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, and $12,295,703 for military and 
nonmilitary activities of the War De- 
partment. Smaller appropriations were 
allowed for the needs of other Govern- 
ment departments.

DECREASE REPORTED 
IN TRAFFIC DEATHS 


Fatalities in Washington for 
Year Ended November 6 
Given as 104. 


Traffic accidents took a toll of 104 
lives in this city during the 52 weeks 
ended November 6, according to a re- 
port of the Department of Commerce. 
This figure represents a ath rate of 
19.3 for each 100,000 of population, as 
compared to a rate of 20.3 for the cor- 
responding period ended November 6, 
1926. 

During the four-week period which 
ended November 5, 9 deaths were re- 
ported, as compared to 12 in the corre- 
sponding period last year. The depart- 
ment’s Nation-wide survey revealed 
that the mortality rate caused by auto- 
mobile accidents reached a peak in 
early November when the cCeath rate of 
77 large cities in 1926 and 1927 was esti- 
mated at nearly 28 per 100,000 of popu- 
lation. 

Low records were established in March 
of 1926 when the department’s Nation- 
wide estimates show a death rate of 
only 14, and in March of 1927 when 
traffic deaths in automobile accidents 
averaged 18 per 100,000.

STRUCTURE WILL COST 
$17,000,000 TO ERECT 


Gigantic Basement May Be 
Used for the Parking 
of Employes’ Cars. 


Excavation on the new Department 
of Commerce building site bounded by 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, B and D streets 
northwest will begin this morning. 

Tentative arrangements had been 
made for Secretary of Commerce Hoo- 
ver to turn the first spadeful of earth, 
but prior engagements for thé Secre- 
tary interfered. 

The new Department of Commerce 
Building will be built at a cost of $17,- 
000,000. It will be 1,030 feet long and 
350 feet in depth, and will be of stone. 
The building will be six stories high, 


although the section bordering D street 
and running as far back as Ohio ave- 
nue will be five stories high. 

Main entrances will be on Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth streets. Chief Architect 
James A. Wetmore, of the Treasury 
Department, under whose direction the 
structure will be built, plans to have 
the front of the building face Fifteenth 
street. 


May Use Basement for Autos. 


Construction officials have not yet 


determined to what use the basement 
of the giant structure will be placed. 
It is possible that part will be turned 
into a plaza in which employes may 
park their automobiles. It has been 
estimated the basement would care for 
more than 2,000 automobiles. 

The excavation work beginning to- 
day will center in the area bounded 
by Fourteenth, Fifteenth, D streets 
and Ohio avenue. Temporary Govern- 
ment buildings are on the remainder 
of the. site. 

The architecture of the building 
will be modified Eighteenth century. 
Plans have been called beautiful for 
their simplicity of design. 

Floor space will total 1,090,000 
square feet. The structure will ade- 
quately care for activities of the 
present department located at Nine- 
teenth and Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west, and those in temporary quarters.

HULL HITS COOLIDGE 
ATTITUDE ON TARIFF 


Says President “Spoke Lan- 
guage” of “Certain Monop- 
lies’”’ Opposing Revision.

President Coolidge “spoke the lan- 
guage and philosophy of the tariff- 
protected manufacturer” when he “re- 
pudiated” recommendations for a re- 
vision of the tariff, Representative Hull, 
Democrat, Tennessee, charged yes- 
terday. 

The recommendations were made re- 
cently by a business men’s commission 
headed by Charles Nagel, former Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor. 

By opposing any revision of the tariff, 
Mr. Hull said the President invited the 
question whether in his opinion there 
could ever be a situation in which he 
would favor a reduction in the tariff 
on certain products, under which he 
charged “certain monopolies” were 
coining enormous dividends. In “re- 
pudiating” the Nagel report, Mr. Hull 
said the President “unquestionably 
was not speaking for agriculture be- 
cause almost every intelligent person 
agrees that agriculture suffers enor- 
mously greater losses than it derives 
benefits from tariffs.” 


Dickinson Opposes 
Northwest Merger

Opposition to the proposed merger of 
the Northern Pacific, Great Northern 
& Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail- 
roads was voiced yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Dickinson (Republican), Iowa, 
on the ground that it “does not appear 
to be in the public interest.”

A drama—a contest between con- 
science and passion, with conscience 
victorious. “The Garden of Allah” tells 
the tale of a young monk, who took 
his vows without a full realization of 
their seriousness, and then felt the 
desire for the pleasures of the world. 
Instead of making known his secret 
longing for release from his vows and 
securing it, he follows the dictates of 
the devil and runs away from the 
monastery. Traveling to the Sahara (a 
Strange place for one to go to seek 
worldly pleasures”) he meets Domini 
(Miss Terry), who is also going there 
to visit acousin. Boris’s strange actions 
attract the sympathy of Domini and 
finally arouses love. They marry with- 
out Domini wresting from Boris his se- 
cret. On the desert a sand storm sepa- 
rates the two, and Boris, at least real- 
izing the full depth of his sin, promises 
to return to the monastery if she is 
saved. Then follows his confession to 
Domini and later his return to the 
monastery. 

It is a delicate subject to undertake 
to screen and there are several places 
in the picture where conditions are ex- 
aggerated. While a dramatic treat as 
far as the picture goes, the subject- 
matter of pictures of this type is gen- 
erally offensive to certain classes of per- 
sons, and it would probably be better 
if such were left off the screen. 

“The Garden of Allah” presents Miss 
Terry in one of the best roles of*her 
career. The same may be said of Ivan 
Petrovich, as Boris, the conscience- 
stricken runaway monk—torn between 
his vows to God and his passionate love 
for Domini (Miss Terry). There are 
several other characters which are 
notable for their excellence, particu- 
larly those of Count Anteoni and the 
guide of Domini and Boris on the 
desert. There are several outstanding 
dramatic moments in the picture: the 
recognition by the Count of Boris as 
the monk and Boris’ confession to 
Domini of his sin. 

The picture is well directed, mounted 
and photographed, especially the sand 
storm scene.
